






William Shirer 
To Speak Here 
In Gymnasium 


William L. Shirer, interna- 
tionally famous foreign cor- 
respondent and author, will 
speak at Sacramento State 
College in the Gymnasium, 


on Monday, July 14, at 10 
a.m, 
Shirer will discuss problems 


confronting the American people 
from both the national and inter- 
national point of view. His talk 
will be based on his experiences 
as an. American foreign corres- 


pondent, radio commentator and 
author. Shirer covered the An- 
schluss in Vienna, the various 


crises which led to World War 
II. He was in Berlin the day Hit- 
ler wemt to war and remained 1n 
Germany until the end of 1940. 
His book ‘‘Berlin Diary’’ recount- 
ing his German experiences came 
out in 1941, and was a best seller. 

He returned to England in 


1943, to France in 1944, to Ger- 
ae in 1945, and in the a 
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of that year covered the birth of 
the United Nations at San Fran- 
cisco. He went back to Berlin in 
1948 to cover the airiift and two 
years later made a prolonged 
survey of Europe. 

Shirer has been the recipient 
of many honors: the George Fos- 
ter Peabody Award, the Wendell 
Wilkie One World Award, both 
for achievements in journalism. 
He was awarded the Legion of 
Honor from France for his serv- 
ices. 

Shirer, who has lectured ex- 
tensively throughout the United 
States, will cover in his address 
the pressing problems now be- 
fore the American people from 
both the national and interna- 
tional point of view. 

Shirer’s lectures have come to 
be known as virtual front-page 
reports of the day’s develop- 
ments. His lectures are enriched 
with a wide variety of personal 
experiences as an American for- 
eign correspondent, radio com- 
mentator, and author. These

A petition—urging a ban 


on atomic tests — which 
started on the Sacramento 
State campus has been 


signed by 265 teachers from 
eight California colleges. 

The announcement of the 
petition was made Tuesday 
by Dr. Marcus R. Tool, as- 
sistant professor of econom- 
ics at SSC. Tool, listed him- 
self as secretary of an un- 
official committee on nuclear 
control. He said 14 other SSC 
instructors are on the com- 
mittee. 


A total of 91 local faculty 
members signed the docu- 
ment. Also signing were 62 
Chico State profs, 40 from 
University of California at 
Riverside, and others from 
Fresno State, San Francisco 
State, San Diego State, Mills 
of Oakland, and City College 
of San Francisco. 

The petition suggests that 
president Eisenhower and 
secretary of state Dulles 
combine with the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission to end U.S.

WAS ORWELL RIGHT? 


It‘s beginning to look as though author George Orwell 
may have been right about 1984—righter than he ever 
dreamed when he penned his nightmarish novel about the 
complete police state the world’s citizens could easily find 
themselves a part of 25 or 30 years hence. It is starting to 
happen now through the mediums of motion pictures and 
television. 

A firm in the east (and, we hear, one in the south) 
nas developed and commenced experiements with a device 
so cooly calculating and devilishly cunning as to merit 
more, much more, than merely passing attention. It is a 
yradget designed to sneak commercials into the subconcious 
mind without the viewer’s knowledge. 

Tested so far only in motion picture theaters, the de- 
vice flashes a commercial on the screen more quickly than 
the eye (but not the subconscious) can catch and register 
't. This split-second process is repeated every five seconds 
and, it is reported, has the audience rushing pell mell to the 
lobby by the end of a half hour’s time to buy popcorn or 
soft drinks or whatever else is being peddled. 

The owners of the process say it can do a great deal for 
the country as a whole by virtually eliminating the standard 
minute or half-minute commercial. But the very insidious- 
ness of the device makes us hope mightily that the stand- 
ard odious TV commercial lives a long, long life. 


HEADACHES IN ALL COLORS 


It appears that wherever one goes to spend his money 
these days, there is someone behind the cash register ready 
and able (but generally unwilling) to pass out a number 
of those sticky little pieces of paper called trading stamps. 
The fact that merchants are loath to have to waste time on 
such costly (to the customer) nonsense seems to count for 
very little. They claim it is necessary to engage in the 
practice in order not to be obliterated by their competition. 

At one time the trading stamp business was not much 
of a problem. Both housewives and retailers considered it 
rather a sporty thing. But that was in the day when all 
the stamps were green. Today each shop, it seems, has their 
own color and kind of stamps—and the sportiness of the 
thing is all gone. In fact, all merchants and most housewives 
across the country consider the whole sticky mess to be a 
real headache. 

The California State Legislature very nearly got 
around to outlawing the stamps—all colors of them—with- 
in’ the boundaries of the state during their session this 
past spring. We don’t know what happened to the legisla- 
tion but we agree along with almost everybody else that 
something drastic has got to be done to curb this great 
nuisance. One gas station we know has already struck a 
blow for freedom. They ask the customer if he wants 
stamps or if he wants a penny off on each gallon he has 
purchased, We take the penny off-every time!

To the millions of Americans 
who have listened to his broad- 
casts and who have read his best- 
selling Berlin Diary, Shirer is 
regarded as a genius of journal- 
ism, a reporter Who has the fac- 
ulty of being on the scene when 
anything important and news- 
worthy occurs and one who can 
impart to his audiences the feel- 
ing that they too are participants 

Born in Chicago, he moved to 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, on the death 
of his father in 1913, remaining 
there until his graduation from 
Coe College in 1925. Early in 
high school, he abandoned the 
idea of becoming a locomotive 
engineer and gradually deter- 
mined to become a journalist and, 
if possible later, a writer. Sig- 
nificantly, he failed to make the 
high school paper, his first pro- 
fessional disappointment.
